mysterious death in Poland of their 
'ormer commander_in-chief, Colonel- 
jeneral Werner von Fristsch. The 
general had been demoted to retire- 
ment only a few months earlier be- 
cause he failed to keep step with the 
iienrer. 


All this grapevine material seems 


Q agree with the facts about the 
Western Front It explains why the 
"lermans have moved ?1 divisions—a 
complete army—into position on the 
Belgian and Dutch borders. And it 
also explains, in part, why these 
troops have not yet gone into action. 
It explains why the Germans have 
npt yet used the full force of their 
tremendous air arm against the French 
army. 


Either one of these moves would 


mean that war would be on in earnest. 
And the moderates don't want war 
to get goin£. Acording to the grape- 
vine, they still hope some way can 
be found to call the whole thing off 
by spring.

, 1927 had the most surprising. 


The team was as green as any the 
Bobcats ever had, and dropped its 
first five games but won the last 
four, climaxing the season by upset- 
ting Nashville 12-0. 


Reaves made one of the touchdowns, 


but the other score packed a bigger 
thrill. Long before Joe Dildy became 
Blytheville's coach, he made trouble 
for Hope football teams. He was Nash- 
ville's center, and gave Jack Robin- 
son plenty of opposition in 1920. The 
next year he was the "bear" and cap- 
tain on the Nashville team which 
came to Hope on Turkey day. His Hope 
rival was the late Joe Houston, play- 
ing his first a«id only year of high 
school football. "Joe Boy" not only 
stayd in there against Dildy, but grab- 
bed a Nashville fumble and scooted for 
a touchdown. Houston attended V. M. I 
and Georgia Tech, but was not on the 
teams, and Dildy headed for Alabama 
and the Rose Bowl. 


Nobody thought about night football. 


Nobody thought Hope ever would 
be the Thanksgiving rival of Pine 
Bluff, of all teams! Or that they would 
some season play three school locat- 
ed in the opposite section of the state 
such as Blythevil'e, Jonesboro and 
Walnut Ridge. Or that a Little Rock 
sports editor would dub • them 
the 


"Minnesota" of Arkansas high schools. 


No body thought that Jim Jones, 


a star backfield man, would be Hope 
High School principal. Jones played 
four season, 1922 through 1925, then 
carried on with the Arkansas fresh- 
men and Henderson Teachers.

He.and Willie Wurren, u fine] 
quatrer, drifted down to Louisiana 
Tech in 1923, when "Lone Star" Diet/ 
was coach. Warren went to St. Louis 
from Fort Smith early this year— 
a promotion with the Southwestern 
BelJ Telephone company. A (all first 
baseman named Pat Brazil persueded 
those Hope boys to go to Ruston. Hope 
had a South Arkansas league team in 
the summer of '23. £o did Pine Bluff. 
The Pine Bluff Manager was Foy 
Hnmrnons. 


Hope's baseball catcher, Bell came . 


back to North Elm park a few months ! 
later and helped the Dragons, Hender- 
son second team, wallop the Bobcat.s 
20-0. 
But the Cats held the Ouachita 


seconds to a scoreless draw that year. 
Dale Hunt, big Bobcat, hollered like 
larzan. 


Hope and Prescott swapped another ', 


player in those days —"Big" Munn, i 
center. Coulter Lipscomb blushing i 
when the late D. L. Paisly, superin- 
tendent at the time, praised his tack- 
ling in an assembly talk. Just a few 
of the old familiar names: Dave Thom- 
pson Jr., Dale Jones, Monk Bow- 
den, 
Ira Andrews, Levi Mattison, Phil 


McRae, Tope Monts. Earl Spencer Jr., 
Earl O Neal, Cecil OeArmon

Houston and Vernon (Spark Plug1 


champion- Gibson from Atlanta, Texas, a one- 


man line which helped Hope crush 


and took to the air to beat Nashville 
by two touchdowns. 


If some of the Hammons teams are 


conceded to be Hope's greatest, the 
team of 1926 certainly should be called 
the most remarkable. At the end of the 
season, there were 15 lettermen, 11 
being seniors. Their graduating class 
(127) 
contained more football talent 


than any other, before or since, in 
this writer's opinion. 


Jack Robison, center, was captain. 


It was his fourth season and he made 
all-state— Hope's first all-state man 
since Charles (Fat) Bridewell in 1920. 
As far as leadership was concerned, 
Jack was the team itself. The players 
had so much confidence in him that 
they didn't even elect a sub-captain. 
Hope played a typical old-time sche- 
dule, and even lost three games, but 
Robison was a big favorite for all- 
state. Perhaps he remains the Bob- 
cat's greatest all-time center. 


Jack scored Hope's first touchdown 


of the year Texarkana was leading, 
5-0-, 
after kicking a field goal and 


throwing Hope for a safety. The Bob- 
cat line shifted to leave Robison cen- 
tering at the left end. He caught a 
pass and lumbered about 30 yards 
for a touchdown. Hope wpn 34-5, to 
break into the victory colymn. Be- 
fore that game, the Cats had been up- 
set by Camden, 12-2, and had lost at 
Fordyce, 19-0. 


In, Jack's last game, he nailed Nash- 


ville runners in their tracks and help- 
ed stop the Scrappers inside Hope's 


Camden 16 years ago, before he was 
nilecl out. Seems that Jayhawkers us- 
ed to be Camden's name, Instead of 
Panthers. 


In the early twenties, Prescott was 


the Thanksgiving day rival, and Hope 
played Nashville on Armistice day. 
The world hart been made safe for 
democracy, the country had rejected 
Franklin Roosevelt for the vice presi- 
dency, Hope was getting some paved 
streets for the first time, and one 
of the favorite yells was "With a vee- 
vo, with a vi-vo. . . "

The day was damp and a high wind 
tlew. In another part of" the state, 
a tornado struck Heber Springs. 


In other games that season, Hope 


tied Arkadelphia 7-7, set a record by 
smashing Dierks 104-T, beat Stamps 
12-6, 
and lost to Beebe 7-0. Hope 


and Beebe were not traditional rivals, 
but had an open date on the same 
Friday afternoon. The Bobcats went up 
to Beebe and met a one-man gang, 
Joe Fuqua, the Indian who could 
throw 80-yard passes. 
Jack Robison went to De Queen and 
Stuttgart as coach, after 
winding 


up his playing days at the University 
of Arkansas. From the bench, he has 
seen his pupils beat his old high 
school. After a freshman 
year 
at 


Southern Methodist university, Jack 
started all over again at Arkansas. 


He hitch-hiked to Fayetteville. With 


him went an unheralded Hope team 
mate who had been a slow, second 
.string halfback—Earl Secrest. "Sc" had 
made a touchdown from a Texarkana 
kick-off, in that 34-5 massacre, and 
had kicked a dozen extra points af- 
ter touchdowns in one game, when 
tho Hope .second team had trouced 
Lewi.sville more than 70-0. Aside from 
that, he had done little in football, 
and he worked for the 'phone com- 
pany his first year out of high school, 
instead of going to college. 


But Secrest became the Razorbacks' 


Hope as a faculty member.

WASHINGTON — The national "in- 


come of the American people will top 
the G8-billion.dollar mark this year. 
That's about four billions ahead of 
(he net income for 1938. 


ihe unemployed at the end of the 


year will number about 8,000,000—or 
less than they've been since the slock 
market crash of 1929. 


That income is far short of the 


(10-billion-dolIar economic 
millenhim 


desired by President Roosevelt. And 
the unemployed are still four time.s 
as numerous as they were in 1929. 


But there has been a sharp upturn 


—better than most economists 
dared 


to expect before the -European war 
came along.

Why the sharp improvement? Did j 


the war do it?

You'd be s lot closer Co the t r u t h 1 


if you charged it up to a bud mem- 
ory. That's the conclusion of a large 
group of government economists. 


The European war could not be the 


direct cause of our economic 
im- 


provement, because our trade with Eu- 
rope has shown little increase since 
the war began. European 
countries 


were doing a lot more business with 
us last year about this time. 


Our 1939 prosperity—or what passes 


for it—can be attributed to our own 
fall buying spree that began with the 
war. and is not ended yet. 


Nearly everybody had a vague no- 


tion that 
the war produced inflat- 


ion and high prices. You call that war 
psychology. Everybody 
thought, he'd 


buy at low prices, and sell dear la- 
ter on. Prices did .go up for a short 
while but then they went down again 
for there was no actual shortage of 
anything. Yet people are buying at pre- 
sent prices for months in advance. 
Apparently 
they 
are 
counting on 


something to shove our economy in- 
to high gear within a year or so. 


Maybe they're right. Anyway the 


fteel mills are 
running at 90 per 


cent of capacity, and business gen- 
erally is humming along at. around 
the level of 1929.

Frozen Sleep Is 


A Cancer Remedy 


Last-Ditch Remedy When 


You Have Only 6 


Weeks to Live

NEW YORK-Not more lhan six 


weeks lo live. 


This is Ihe medical verdict which 


jhas been the passport for mosl of those 
who have tried frozen sleep, the hu- 
man hibernation experiment in bi- 
ology and medicine. 


The passport of death was required 


by the originators of frozen sieep, 
Doctors Temple Fay and Lawrence 
W. Smith of Philadelphia, who have 
done most of the experimenting and 
who, since they starled a year ago, 
have taught Iheir lechnique lo well 
over 100 physicians from all parts of 
Ihe Olniled Slates. 


The passport requirement sharply 


limits exploration of the possibilities 
in hibernation, for those with six 
weeks to live are moslly loo far gone 
lo react like a person who might still 
have a chance for life. 


Nevertheless in one of the speediest 


explorations in medical records, with 
more than a dozen large hospitals now 
quietly trying frozen sleep, some of 
the boundaries of cold as a remedy for 
disease are beginning to appear, and 
hibernation has been used on other 
cases than cancer. 


The technique of putting a person 


into iced sleep has also improved. It 
started with packing a naked torso in 
cracked ice. That was too uncomfort- 
able, and shivering interfered with 
getting down to 'the 89 degree tem- 
perature 
sought. Anesthetics 
were 


next used to starl Ihe sleep. The first 
type of anesthetic caused one dentil, 
indirectly, and different, safer an- 
esthesia is now used. Cold blankets, 
made witli networks of refrigerating 
pipes attached to one side, and air- 
conditioned rooms are also being tried 
for cooling to the hibernation stage. 


Before the experiments were starled, 


it was widely believed a human be- 
ing would die if his internal tempera- 
ture dropped below 95. The present 
known fatal temperature has been 
pushed down into the low seventies. 
This was discovered on a nerson whose 
cancer was so bad that test tube ex- 
periments indicated the low seventies 
were essential to kill the malignant 
cells. 


i 
What cold is safe for humans in 


general is not known, since probably 
fewer than 100 persons have been hib- j 
emitted. But present experience in- j 
dicates the, life line is in the high 
eighties. 


Two ills besides cancer have been 


reported 
treated 
with frozen sleep. 


There may be others, but they have 
not been disclosd. Two mn with nar- 
cotic addiction were freed completely 
by five days' hibernation. They had 
no painful after-symtoms. A woman 
psychotic, screaming 
and 
fighting, 


w6ke up from frozen sleep of seven 
days, entirely sane. Her case, how- 
ever, was a special type of psychosis, 
which followed a surgical operation, 
Jt proves nothing about effects of cold 
on other mental troubles. 
.For cancer it is definitely established 
that pain is stopped, sometimes for 
months. The growth shrinks, occas- 
ionally disappearing so that they can- 
not be detected. 


It is believed that microscopic traces 


of the cancer remain. These finally 
grow again. But death may be delayed, 
last days made more comfortable. 


What else is possible for cancer re- 


mains an enigma which it is expected 
only years of trial .will reveal. How- 
ever, some of those with the six weeks' 
death passports have lived for months. 


The cold does for cancer much the 


same thing as X-rays and radium, by 
killing Ihe younger tissue cells. But 
there is one vital difference. The i-ays 
damage or kill all the tissues they 
touch. The cold leaves normal flesh, 
blood and bone unharmed, attacking 
apparently only some malignant cells.

Old Lamp Freed of Glare 


The headpiece of her bed was

specially-designed shade that elini- 
?-^ates the glare of old bridge lamps, 
I must tell you about it! 


Within this new shade is a metal 


cap suspended below the bulb. The 
cap protects the eyes from glare and 
helps produce softened light. With 
a 100-watt bulb the illumination is 
now adequate for reading. 


At. the mirror, powdering had 


been partially guesswork. The wall 
fixture's shade hugged all the light 
to "itself and would hold only a 


a large shield of light-weight white 
parchment, with which she uses a 
75-watt bulb. Now the light here is 
much more helpful. 


New Celling Fixture

bowl fixture, which entirely elimi- 
nated glare and spread a pleasant 
diffused light through the room. 


If the ceiling fixture had been a 


two-socket one close to the ceiling, 
(as is found in some bedrooms) the 
semi-indirect effect could have been 
secured with inexpensive parchment 
cones that clip onto tho blubs. 


These are lighting modernization 


ideas that fit the limited budget. 
For the more elastic budget ther»

session or control of the Lodge. Each 
cf these were disposed of before 1918. 
and evidently, for .good reasons, which 
were logical at the time. 


With the advantage of looking back 


from li)3U. where the Brethren at the 
time were handicapped with judging 
the future, it is profoundly regretted 
that the sales were made of thc sev- 
eral locations, as some have since 
proved lo become of much value. 


It is noted in the history of Capt. 


Bridewell that the Lodge was meeting 
<-n the second floor of the building 
ut. 117 West Second St. The rooms were 
small, and the Lodge growing and 
prospering: so the need of a new lo- 
cation wa.s felt. This wus obtained in 
1917 on the second floor of thc build- 
ing at 112 South Elm St., and this is thc 
present (oration of the Lodge. 


During the World war, there was 


much 
Masonic activity, and many 


brethren received thc degrees. A cash 
reserve was built up by the large 
amount of work being done, and 
through the sale of thc lot on the north 
east corner 
of Third and 
Walnut 


streets, about ?1400.00 was invested in 
War Savings Stamps, and these were 
held until the government called thc 
issue. The cash was placed in the 
Arkansas Bank ty Trust Co. on interest

Bids were opened at a meeting at I! 


p. in. Thursday, February 16, 1939. at 
the Hope city hall, presided over by 
County Judge Frank Rider. Others 
atcnding the meeting were thc County 
Courthouse Commissioners, R. M. La- 
Grone, Lloyd Spencer and 
H. M. 


Stephens; and Mayor Albert Graces, 
A. N. McAninch of the firm of Mc- 
Aninch ami Anderson, architects ol 


for several years, and in this form was 
a constant temptation to be used in 
many different ways, several of which 
proved to be unwise. 


An effort was made by thc Master in 


1930 to have thc members authorize thc 
purchase of a suitable lot'for a future 
home with the thought in mind, that 
a lot would also increase in value, and 
be an incentive to build, besides safe- 
guarding the cash on interest in the 
bank. 


The past history of the Lodge in try- 


ing to own a Home was-so tragic and 
disheartening that much opposition 
developed and though the subject was 
brought up again by the Ma.ster in 
the early fall of 1930, sentiment of the 
members was too strong against the 
purchase of a lot. 


In a short while the bank closed its 


doors, the depression set in, in earnest, 
applications were few, and dues fell 
off 
as members dropped 
from 
the 


rolls. 
The bank paid dividends in 


small amounts over a period of years 
until over 85 per cent was recovered 
by the Lodge. But, the Lodge received 
such a set back financially during- thc 
depression that these dividends were 
consumed as received. 


Dr. J. H. Weaver and J. A. Sullivan 


were honored in 1938 by being pre- 
sented with gold buttons for having 
been Masons for fifty years or over. 


In April of 1939 it was suggested that 


arrangements should be made if at 
all possible to have the Masonic corner- 
stone ceremony at the new courthouse 
to be constructed in Hope. A commit- 
tee was appointed consisting o'f Har- 
ry W. Shiver, A. L. (Louis) Carlson 
and A. A. Albritton to. ask permission 
of County Judge, Frank Rider and 
Courthouse Commissioner Lloyd Spen- 
cer, R. M. LaGronc, Sr., and H. M. 
Stephens, of Blcvins, to have this cere- 
mony, which was willingly granted. 
Further permission was obtained from 
the District Office of PWA in Fort 
Worth, Texas, this being required be- 
cause of thc funds furnished by this 
agency.
